of  construction  by  the  Government. 
They  were  Ex-Governor  Long,  mem- 
ber of  Congress-elect  for  the  district, 
hich  Includes  the  premises  in  que; 
tion,  Colonel  Theodore  Lyman  < 
Brookline  and  Messis.  P.  A.  Collins 
of  Boston  and  Henry  B.  Lovering  of 
Lynn,  also  members  elect  to 
Congress,  The  Chief  Engineer,  Major 
Raymond,  in  charge  of  Government 
improvements  here  and  elsewhere,  was 
ilso  in  attendance  with  his  assistants, 
Mr.  Haagensen,  from  his  office  In  Bos- 
id  M.  Maxcy  Markoe,  who  Is 
stationed  at  Provincetown.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Brooks  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
r,  and  Alfred  Henway,  Esq., 
counselor  at  law,  of  Boston,  were  pres- 
ent as  friends  of  Mr.  Lunt,  who  has 
so  long  been  occupied  with  the  subject 
of  making  Scituate  a  port  of  refuge, 
together  with  several  leading  citizens 
of  the  town,  among  them  Capt.  John 
Manson  and  Cnpt.  Henry  F.  Vinal, 
retired  shipmasters.    The  company, 
atiended  by  Mr,  Luni,  proceeded  to 
Cedar  Poinl,  from  which  projects  the 
first  breakwater  across  the  mouth  of 


thorough  examination  was  had  of  the 
premises  and  of  the  admirable  charts 
of  the  harbor  prepared  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  engineers.  The  dimen- 
sions of  the  harbor  are  about  a  mile  by 
three-quarters  of  a  mile,  and  it  forms 
a  sort  of  circular  basin.  The  number 
of  vessels  which  pass  Scituate  bound 
into  or  out  of  Boston  Harbor  is  about 
14,000  annually,  as  appears  by  the 
best  authority.  Amongst  other  inter- 
esting facts  claiming  the  further  aid  of 
Congress  in  order  to  complete  the 
work  so  well  begun  and  so  necessary, 
to  the  protection  of  vessels  on  this  pe- 
culiarly dangerous  coast,  it  was  stated 
at  the  conference  held  at  the  Light 
House  thatjiothing  was  mote  com- 
mon than  for  vessels  coming  around 
Cape  Cod  to  anchor  opposite  Scituate 
over  night  rather  than  attempt  the  dif- 
ficult passage  up  the  coast  in  the 
dark,  so  that  olten  quite  a  fleet  may 
be  seen  there  in  the  mornings.  They 
stay  outside  to  avoid  the  detention 
within  in  case  the  tide  should  not 
serve.  After  the  survey  the  party  re- 
paired to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Lunt 
where  they  partook  of  an  excellent  col- 
'  tion  and  the  opinion  was  uniform 
d  earnestly  expressed  that  the  work 
question  ought  to  be  speedily  com- 
pleted. There  can  scarcely  be  a  doubt 
that  the  best  influences  in  Congres: 
"ill  be  devoted  to  that  end.

An  Old  Record  Book. 

Weareindeht  to  L.  Stockhridge,  Esq., 
if  Hanover,  for  the  loan  of  nu  old  record 
book  of  30  pages  containing  the  record  of 
1  cases  coming  before  David  Stockhridge 
Justice  of    the  Peace  for  Plymouth 
County,  from  Feb.  26,  1749  to  1774. 

Apr.  1755  he  married  Tom  Styne  a  free 
negro  man  to  Mary  Samson  an  Indian 
oman  both  of  Hanover. 
Under  King  George  the  Invariable  fine 
for  drunkenness  seemed  to  be  five  shillings 
and  for  profane  cursing  lonr  shillings.  The 
mnjority  of  the  cases  were  rom  eases. 

Jnly  11,  1753,  fined  John  Palmer,  Jr.,  of 
Scituate  on  complaint  of  Joelah  Fairfield 
of  Wenham,  for  selling  spirituous  liquors 
In  smaller  quantities  than  30  gallons  and 
soffering  the  same  to  be  dra.uk  tn  his  dwel- 
ling house,  contrary  to  his  license,  40  shil- 
lings, one  hnlf  to  said  Fairfield  and  ons 
half  to  and  tor  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
Scituate  according  to  low. 

Many  of  the  offenders  brought  before  his 
court  for  stealing,  cursing  and  drunkenness 
in  men  from  Scituate,  Hanover, 
Pembroke,  eto. 

OcL  15, 1751,  JameaMacarty  of  Ahlngton 
acknowledged  himself  to  have  been  lately 
gubiy  of  drunkenness  and  that  Elizabeth, 
hie  wife  was  drank  at  the  same  time  and 
accordingly  paid  a  fine  tor  both  of  tbem. 

Oct.  15, 1754,  Joseph  Nowet  of  Pembroke 
Indian  man,  for  stealing,  was  given  his 
option  to  pay  fine  of  20  shillings  and  cost* 
or  be  wblped  10  lashes  on  his  naked  back. 
The  fine  was  paid. 

Jan.  B,  1761,  Israel  Sylvester  of  Duxhnry 
was  fined  5  shillings  tor  a  breach  of  the 
Sabbath  or  the  Lord's  day,  by  striking  on 
Nath'l  Samson  In  tbe  meeting  bouse. 

July  37,  1761  In  tbe  second  year  of  his 
Msjesly's  reign,  Thomas  Borrell  of  Ahlng- 
ton fined  six « billings  for  beating  and  abas- 
ing his  wife  Grsce. 

Jan.  18,  1762.  Bethlah  Ryht,  spinster, 
of  Scltunte,  complained  of  Xathl  Mayo, 
cooper,  he  did  pinch,  and  scratch,  aud 
jamd  the  door  against  her  diver*  times. 
Fonnd  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  King's 

^Sep.  17,  1763.  John  Alien  of  Pembroke 
complained  of  Nath'l  Hardlu,  Jr.,  of  Pem- 
broke, wbo  several  limes  spit  In  his  own 
hands  and  rubbed  the  same  In  my  fnce, 
blowed  his  nose  nnd  rnhbed  the  snott  In 
my  face,  ehowed  tobacco  and  rubbed  tbe 
same  in  my  face  and  several  limes  spit  hi* 
mouth  full  of  tobacco  spittle  In  my  face, 
and  In  the  King's  highway  as  I  was  driving 
team  stoned  me  and  swore  he  would 
skiu  me  from  end  to  oud,  and  took  hold  of 
1  times  and  rung  me  by  the  nose 
and  used  many  threatening  speeches,  fined 
10  shilling*  and  32  shillings  cost  nud  or- 
dered to  recognlzo  In20pounds  till  the  next 
court  of  general  sessions.  Committed  to 
his  Majesty's  goal  In  Pit  month.

On  Monday  evening,  July  9,  Mr.  J, 
Milton  Dwelley,  an  aged  man  of  Han- 
over, was  found  dead  outside  his 
house.  Mr.  Dwelley  has  lived  alone 
for  many  years  in  a  small  house  on 
the  estate  of  Mr.  Robert  Sylvester, 
and  was  in  the  habit  of  going  to  the 
post  office  every  afternoon  for  his  own 
and  Mr.  Sylvester's  mail.  On  this 
afternoon  failing  to  make  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  usual  hour,  Mr.  Syl- 
vester began  to  leel  anxious  about 
him  and  finally  determined  to  go  to 
his  house,  thinking  he  might  be  sick 
and  in  need  0/  attention.

G.  H.  Allen  and  lhcir  families,  Mr. 
Robert  Dwelley  and  J.  F.  Stetson, 
give  tbem«clvcs  no  rest  that  night  un- 
til everything  needful  was  thoroughly 
done.

Having  scarcely  recovered  my  sight 
from  the  effeots  ot  the  snnlight,  when  I 
fonnd  my  hand  grasped  by  smiling  Pars 
Bowker,  grown  rather  stouter,  and  better 
looking,  although  a  little  older  than  when 
in  51,  or  '2,  I  drove  his  two  horse  stage

Dr.  Browuell,  would 
also  l>e  in  every  wny  a  desirable  member 
but  for  the  "license  allowed  In  men  of  his 
profession.  While  Tom  Stndiey,  Ibe  un- 
dertaker, oonld  not  he  accepted  un  account 
ol  his  supposed  proclivities  to  the  Latter 
Day  Saints."  "How  about  Charlie  Kliraan 
and  Btlilo  Turner  ?"  I  venture  to  ask.  "Oh  I 
thsy  ate  "suappltters,"  It  Is  almost  Impos- 
sible for  one  of  tbem  to  gain  admittance 
to  "onr  lodge;"  you  see  we  are  very  par 
ticuiar  to  admit  noun  but  persons  that  we 
know  all  about."

try  nud  assnme  some  wisdom  in  the  mnt 
ter,  and  therefore  thoroughly  agreed  with 
him,  and  said  "I  thought  It  a  remarkable 
fool,"  aad  then  told  him  I  could  not  pos- 
sibly tarry  longer  as  I  especially  desired  to 
go  over  to  "the  store"  to  see,  and  have  a 
chat  with  Sqr.  Fogg,  nnd  who  in  appear- 
once  seemed  to  me  but  a  duplicate  of  tbe 
dear  old  Sqr.  Fogg  of  my  boyhood  days. 
"Indeed,  I  think  that  Is  so,"  says  Pars,  and 
beside,  he  not  only  has  the  looks,  bnt  he 
inherits  some  of  the  best  qualities  of  his 
grently  respected  father,  for  who  above 
others  iu  this  town  to  day  is  every  bodys 
triend?

Fogg  I  Who  Is  there  for  miles  aronnd 
that  wants  a  few  groceries,  and  has  forgot- 
ten his  pocket  book,  to  pnt  them  on  the 
slate,  hesitates  to  ask  8qr.  Fogg?  Who 
holds  all  the  town  offices  with  salary  at- 
tached? Sqr.  Fogg!  Wbo,  to  nn  eminent 
degree,  has  the  honor,  respect,  aad  good 
will  of  his  fellow  citizens?  Sqr.  Foggl 
Who-?  "Hallo  Oz»  "pshaw r  say*  Pars, 
"there's  George  Bales  the  hntcher  a  good 
fellow,  hnt  not  of  '-our  lodge"  beside,  I  had 
just  began  to  tell  yon  what  we  are  doing 
on  the  "Hiil,"  when  George  was  off  his 
with  ontstreteked  hand  the  same  good 
natured  fellow  as  of  old,  bnt  aot  quite  as 
yonng,  as  ou  thnt  morning,  years  ago.  when 
John  CortheU,  Porker  Nichols,  Brooks 
Nichols,  myself  and  two  or  three  others  we 
started  for  Boston  to  "make  onr  fortunes."

A  resident  of  Madagascar  for  seven 
years  recently  surprised  bis  l»ndon 
in  tbe  course  of  a  lecture  for 
the  benefit  of  a  hospital  at  Tananarivo, 
tbe  capita!  uf  tbe  island,  by  describing 
the  civilization  of  tbe  Malagasy.

EAST  HAKSHFIELD.

The  largest  potaloes  of  the  season 
was  shown  us  by  Nathaniel  Phillips, 
and,  which  he  had  just  dug.  They 
were  nearly  as  large  as  some  of  the 
sample  potatoes  exhibited  at  the  agri- 
cultural fair  in  Sep.  They  were  start 
cd  in  a  hot  bed  aud  transplanted,  per 
haps  a  quarter  of  *n  acre  of  them. 
Anoiher  lot  were  started  on  the  floor  of 
the  attic.  Both  of  course  were  much 
earlier  than  those  not  sprouted  before 
set  in  the  ground,  while  those  started 
in  the  hot  bed,  says  Mr.  Phillips,  arc 
ten  days  earlier  than  those  sprouted 
on  the  attic  floor  near  the  window. 
He  carries  them  to  Nantasket  and  gets 
two  dollars  per  bushel  for  them. 
That  kind  of  farming  pays. 

We  visited  Mr.  Granville  Damon's 
establishment,  a  few  days  since,  at  No. 
Marshfield.  He  is  a  wide  awake 
farmer  and  business  man.  His  new 
barn  is  a  model  one;  he  has  a  model 
ice  house,  fitted  up  with  convenient 
cooling  apartments.  He  is  enlarging 
his  confectionery  manufactory  and 
his  farm  and  stock  is  on  ilie  up  grade; 
those  are  the  men  we  want  about  here. 

Dr.  F.  Collamore  had  a  surprise  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance 
No.  Pembroke  last  week  by  the 
preseniation  of  a  yplendid  regalia. 
Mr.  F.  P.  Arnold  made  an  impromptu 
presentation  speech  in  his  most  happy 
manuer,  and  to  his  own  surprise,  the 
tables  were  turned  upon  him  and  a 
beautiful  regailia  was  presented  to  him.

Northerly  the  eye  follows  the  coast 
line  of  Cape  Ann  and  on  a  clear  day 
Me  harbor  of  Gloucester,  the  shipping 
and  habitations  through  the  glass,  give 
beauty  to  the  scene.  At  evening,  the 
midnight  flashes  of  Minot's  light,  peep- 
ing through  your  window  lattice,  tells 
of  the  mariners  anxious  gaze,  on 
approach  to  meet  his  loved  ones 
home,  and  on,on,  farther,  farther  on.as 
far  as  the  vision  extends  are  seen  two 
apparently  twin  stars,  meeting  heaven 
and  earth;  on  the  farther  end  of  the 
cape  are  these  two  beacon  l'urhts  of 
Cape  Ann,  though  a  mile  apart,  so 
do  they  seem  at  this  great  dis- 
:,  that  it  takes  a  sharp  eye  to  sepa- 
rate a  seeming  single  light  into  two. 
Let  the  eye  follow  the  line  eastward 
where  the  grand  watery  deep,  meets 
azure  sky,  and  watch  the  Cunard- 
with  their  red  smoke  stacks  steam- 
ing for  the  coasts  of  Britian  f reigh  ted 
with  humanity  bound  for  the  continent 
and  the  old  world,  to  see  and  tell  us 
of  the  sight  that  made  them  happy, 
and  then  the  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Southern  steamers,  the  mackerel 
fleet  and  the  yatchts,  give  the  ocean 
life  and  make  the  waters  as  habitable 
the  earth.  But  all  is  surpassed  by 
the  rising  and  the  selting  of  the  sun 
as  seen  from  the  hills  from  E.  Marsh- 
field. In  the  summer  time  the  early 
is  paid  for  his  exertions,  with  a 
of  old  Sol  rising  out  of  the 
ocean's  deep.  It  is  a  sight  not  easily 
forgotten,  and  at  the  close  of  day  the 
setting  of  the  sun  at  the  ba*e  of  the 
blue  hills  on  the  northern  side  as 
iewed  from  our  hills,  surpasses  at 
times  in  grandeur  anything  ever  seen. 
The  tinted  clouds,  the  silver  lining, 
the  scarlet  hue  is  as  far  beyond  the 
finest  landscape  painted  by  man,  as 
the  heavens  itself  is  beyond  the  feeble 
attempt  of  man  to  print  or  picture  it. 
Follow  the  ocean's  line  around,  and 
cool  clear  winter's  day  is  seen 
Provincetown  on  Cape  Cod,  and  its 
meeting  houses  pointing  upward  to  the 
sky.  And  then  the  morning  mists, 
settling  over  and  above  the  North  riv- 
er basin,  with  the  distant  hills  crop- 
ping through  it,  looks  like  mountains 
:-  the  distance.  We  are  in  the  centre 
attractive  drives.  Nantasket  beach 
one  and  a  half  hours  drive.  Dan'l 
Webster's  about  an  hour's  drive. 
Brant  Rock  an  hour.  The  Huma 
rock  beach  20  minutes  drive.  Peggoty 
beach,  the  land  of  the  mossers,  25 
minutes  drive.  The  Old  Oaken  buck- 
et, the  mill  that  stood  by  it,  and  the 
cataract,  but  15  minutes  drive.  We 
are  near  the  water's  edge  of  the  ocean, 
but  not  near  enough  to  be  troubled 
with  mosquitoes  as  those  inhabiting 
the  beach.  We  enjoy  the  view  of  the 
ccean  mass,  and  feel  cool  breezes, 
but  not  so  near  as  to  be  annoyed  by 
the  constant  roar.  A  mile  or  two  dis- 
tant in  fact,  is  more  enjoyable  for  the 
entire  summer  than  on  the  immediate 
coast.  The  attractions  for  a  pleas- 
ure resort  at  E  Marshfield  is  only- 
equalled  by  the  natural  restoratives  to 
health  that  it  affords.  As  a  health  re- 
sort and  a  pleasure  resort  wethink  it 
difficult  to  surpass.
